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WATER TERMS 


Which are Used in 
Technicalities. 

As there does not appear to bea 
clear understanding by most people of 
many of the terms used in connection 
with irrigation, the following, by 
Charles L. Stevenson, hydraulic engi- 
neer, defining the meaning of ;such 
expressions and giving the compara- 
tive values, is useful. 

Irrigation water is measured gener- 
ally by the cubic foot, by the gallon 
or by miners’ inches. The ‘‘duty of 
water’’ means the area of land upon 
which a definite volume of water, ap- 
plied during a given period, will suc- 
cessfully raise crops. Thas, the aver- 
age duty in Utah of one cubic foot 
per second duringa period of 120 days, 
is 100 acres. One cubic foot per sec- 
ond is a ‘“‘second foot.’’ The “acre 
foot’”’ is the equivalent of one acre 
covered one foot deep, or 45,560 cubic 
feet. The miners’ inch isa variable 
quantity, depending upon the head 
above the one-inch orifice of discharge. 
[t varies from a four-inch head toa 
six-inch head, and is not a commend- 
able unit of measure. Thus, there are 
fiity miners’ inches to a cubic foot 
per second, California measurement, 
and about forty miners’ inches, Colo- 
rado measurement. One cubic foot 
contains 744 United States gallons of 
231 inches. 

Cubic Feet.—1 cubic foot per second 
equals 2 acre feet in.24 hours, 60 acre 
feet in 30 days, 180 acre feet in 3 
months, 720 acre feet in 1 year, 7.5 
gallons per second, 449 gallons per 
minyte, 50 California inches, 38.4 
Colorado inches. 

California Inches.—100 California 
inches equals 4 acre feet in 24 hours, 
1 acre foot in 6 hours, 120 acre feet in 
30 days, 360 acre feet in 3 months, 
1,440 acre feet in 1 year, 15 gallons 
per second, 900 gallons per minute, 
77 Colorado inches, 2 cubic feet per 
seconds.

OCEAN CABLES, 


Cost and Extent of the Submarine 

graph System of the World. 
According to the latest report of the 
int-raational bureau of telegraph ad- 
miuistrations, the submarine telegraph 
system of the world consists of 120,070 
nautical miles of cable. Government 
aim nistrations, says Scribner, own 12,- 
$24 :ailes, while 107,546 are the proper- 
ty of private companies. The total cost 


of these cables is in the vicinity of 
$200.000,000. The largest owner of sub- P 


marine cables is the Eastern Telegraph 
Corspany, whose system covers the 
ground from England to India, and 
ecormprises 21,850 miles of cable. The 
eastern extension, which exploits the 
far cast, has 12,958 miles more. Early 
in that year the system of West African 
eavles, which started from Cadiz only 
six years go, was completed to Cape 
Town, so that the dark continent is now 
completely encircled by submarine tel- 
ecraph, touching at numerous points 
along the coast. More than 17,000 miles 
of cables have be@n required to do this, 
and several companies, with more or 
less aid from the British, French, Span- 
ish and Portugeese governments, have 
participated in carrying out the work. 

The north Atlantic is spanned by no 
less than eleven cables, all laid since 
1879, though not all are working at the 


| present time; five companies are en- 
| gaged in forwarding telegrams between 


North America and Europe, and the to- 
tal length of the cablesowned by them, 
including coast connections, is over 30,- 
000 nautical miles.
